opinions; it is quite entitled to try. 


But do UIP ladies who are clamoring 


for the new roan realize all that their act 
implies? I can hardly think so; because 
the renewal of the British constitution 
•wouJd bo a fleabite to what they pro- 
pose, as a little reflection will show. 


First of all, however, let us be agreed 


' upon om- terms. The demand is that 


there should be but one standard of 
morality for both sexes. Of course, this 
5a vague. There might be a leTeling 
down as •well as a leveling up of morality, 
or there might be a compromise be- 
tween tho two sexes — a meeting half 
way. 
If there was any hesitation in 
g of this matter it would hardly 


be for the'advivnced ladies t.o complain, 
seeing that one section of them, is in- 
citing manufacturers and others to send 
in designs for a new "dual garment" — 
or, vulgarly, trousers for everyday fe- 
male wear; while another section claims 
the light, as I understand, to retaliate 
in kind, for infidelity.

Given modesty of thought and modesty 
of demeanor among members of the 
male sex, there would f ollow, as a mat- 
ter of course, the new morality, which 
in turn would yield us a race of bashful 
«nd blushing men, coy in love, lacking 
In initiative, who would let conceal- 
ment, like n worm in the bud, feed on 
thier sentiments. Nor would the change 
end here. We can hardJy doubt but 
that the new man, actuated by his new 
feelings, would be at some p«iJns to dis- 
guise the contour of his figure. If he 
adhered to the "dual garment" he would 
probably puff it and frill it into fantas- 
tic shapes and scrupulously avoid the 
slightest exposure of ankle. The ath- 
lete woidd blu.shingly fling aside his 
conventional garb as too indelicate. 


Side by side with these developments 


there could hardly fail to be a complete 
change of the inner mnn effected. "Pro- 
posals for marriage would have to come 
indifferently from either side. Indeed. 
many new mr.n would probably never 
get over a sort of maidenly repulsion to 
•the opposite sex, anil there would be- 
sides be little nt traction to them in t;he 
prospect of mating with a creature as 
emotionnl and retiring as themselves. 
Virtue itself would become a drug in 
the market. Tt would cease to be prized, 
because temptation would cease to as- 
sail it.

Hen edict, as to how the world should 
be peopled. 


The universal sameness of the sexes 


would cause them to lose nil interest in 
each other and there would be an end of 
chivalry, which on analysis proves to 
be a rather "forward" attempt on the 
part of the male to ingratiate himself 
with the female on false pretenses. 


Do the advanced ladies like this pic- 


ture? 
It is one of which they have 


themselves supplied the outline. I have 
merely token the liberty of filling in a 
little detail. For the carrying- out of 
such a complete reversal of the existing 
relation of the se.xes something like an 
entire geological epoch would be re- 
quired. For no more variation of cus- 
tom, siich as I have referred to, is com- 
parable to it in point of importance; il 
would be a fundamental change, the 
birth of a new race. Then there are a 
great many evolutionary problems to 
be faced in connection with it.
